workers ”He complained that the 
Sub-contractors insisted on “dis- 
cussing only rhe proposed ordinance， 
aimed at removing the shops from 
Chinatown”and that they wanted 
to .Place “emphasis on keeping 


things as they are.” 

Apfel concluded, “the HRC can- 
not acCebt an appbroach which does 
not ' include guarantees that these 
Chinese women will have the op- 
Portunity to earn at levels and con- 
ditions equal to other garment 
workers in San Francisco” Pre- 
sumably，the Elinpbloyment Commit- 
tee of the HRC establishes and 
judges the standard of labor. He did 
not include what guarantee the 
HRC has for the job security of

Health crisis casts 
shadow in Chinatown

One of the nation's major tourist 
attractions is San Francisco's Chi- 
natown，ln the heart of this beauti- 
ful City. 

But under the exotic， neon-jight- 
ed glitter of the tourist-filled Streets， 
the jargest Chinese settlement in 
North America is a congested slum 
comrmunity whose health problems 
have recently surfaced as a source 
of growing concern to local authori- 
tles- 

Chinatown has the highest inci- 
dence of tuberculosis and the high- 
est incidence of suicide in the City 
that enjoys the unhappy distinction 
of the highest U.S suicide rate、 

人 A recent health survey in China- 


town showed that 34 per cent of 
those investigatecd had never had a 
complete physical examination， and 
that over half had never had a den- 
tal or eye examination. 

A_ deteriorating social situation js 
aggravating the community's health 
Problems. 

Medical authoritics note that thec 
communrys cutdated health facili- 
tiles are buckling under the hres- 
Sure generated by a vast infux of 
Immigrants，&gIOwing numbers of 
Poor，and chronic uncmhflovment

Who speaks for the ladies garment workers who 
are pawns in a power struggle?” 

We have heard from the union which wants to 
zone Chinatown garment shops out of existence. 


We have heard from the garment shop owners,， 


the contractors，who claimed that working condi- 
tions are not that bad and no one is being:expPloited. 


We have heard from the Human Rights Commis- 
sion which is giving the shop owners. 30-:days to 
shape up or it will support Labor-inspired proposed 
ordinance to zone out Chinatown garment factories. 


But we have yet to hear from the workers them- 
selves，They who make the machines hum turning 
cloths into clothes，diligent，persevering，too busy 
working to talk.， Do they want to move? Would 
they like to be organized? What are their feelings” 

No one has consulted them，Not the union，not 
the contractors，Yet, they are being shoved around 
without a voice in the matter. 


We believe in the rights of labor to organize. 
But we do not believe in zoning out an industry be- 
cause it had failed to organize workers. The rules as 
set up by the Federal government state that the 
union must hold elections to allow workers to de- 
termine their destiny，Thus far the union has by- 
passed this legal procedure and resorted to bully 
tactics. 

But what have the Chinatown contractors done 
to improve the lot of the ladies garment workers? 
There are some with conscience who have imple:- 
mented such benefits as health and welfare， But 
there are still sharks in the business exploiting the 
将 They must be weeded out.， And this is the 
weakness of the shop owners.， They have no stan:= 
dards and no system to enforce themn. 


Then there are the big, downtown manufacturers 
who control the industry、They must be brought 
into the picture， Are the prices they pay right? 
What can they do to help the workers? 


Finally, there should be a study made as to actual 
conditions in the factories. Has the Human Rights 
Commission ever visited any of the Chinatown gar- 
ment shops? How can they make an objective judg- 
ment relying on data supplied by a biased party as 
the International Ladies Garment Workers Uniony 


We would also suggest that the garment shops 
clean their windows.， Fly specked wallpapers and 
bed sheets give the look of sweat shops.

He 
said,“The ILGNZU has never re- 
bresented employees of the mem- 
ber employers. They are asking this 
Commission，in the guise of an 


ordinance, to force these women onut， 


of Chinatown where they can get at 
them by their illegal tactics. Call- 
ing the HRC "ill advised”and“be- 
ing used by one member of the 
Commission and by the San Fran- 
cisco Labor Council, Baker threat- 
ened to fle charges with the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board (NEL- 
RB) against the HRC for“lending 
aid to this union in organizing.… 
Referring to _ the wording of the 


resolution about guatrantees of equal 
wages and conditions，he cited pos- 
sible violation of the Anti-trust 
Law、. 

Similarly，Charles Foo Wong, at- 
torney for the Chinese Garment 
Contractors Association, pointed out 
that the HRC was becoming “a 
commission of union organizers” 
by probosing to ask the wofrkers 
this "illegal question": do you wish 
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to be represented by the ILGWZU” 
“The Propbosal is the most unjust，

law - abiding anywhere， 
there has been 3 Sharp Tise 
in the youthful crime Tate， 
most marked in burglaries， 
larcenies,，and car thefts，ac- 
cording to police data. 

The comimunity experTi- 
enced its first incident of 
teenage violence at a Chi- 
nese New Year's celebra- 
tion this year， 

Politically， too， China- 
town is starting to reflect 
the unrest -of Iminorities 
elsewhere in the country. 
The community now has 3 
segment of youthful mili- 
tants who are demanding 
that attention be paid to the 
neglected needs of their 
people 一 and threatening 
Violence 计 their demands 
are not met. 


POVERTY 

What is behind these 
dramatic changes? 

The basic problem，1long 
OoVeTlooked by those . intri- 
gued with the tourist aspects 
of 3a foreign culture or with 
comforting stereotypes 
about Chinese Self-reliance， 
is the community's poverty. 

This cumulative problem 
has been drastically com- 
plicated by the recent high 
rate of Chinese jimmigration 
from Hong Kong and Tai- 
Wan. 

Of the city's 62.000 Chin- 
ese，fthe vast majority live 
within the 17 blocks known 
as _ Chinatown. 

Evidence of these chang- 
ing patterns ean be gleaned 
from' an immense ongoing 
study of Chinatown's health 
serVices prepared by North 
East Medical Services 
(NEMS)，a voluntary medi- 
cal-l]ay _ group organized to 
cope with the community S- 
health crisis. 

Chairman of the group is 
Dr. Thonias Y. Hum，chief 
of staff at the Chinese 孔 os- 
pital and assistant profes- 
SOT of obstetrics-gynecology 
at the University of Califor- 
nia Medical Center here. 

OVERCROWDED 

The average population 
density here，according to 
Dr. Hum, is 231 persons per 
acre, making Chinatown Sec- 
ond only to Manhattan as 
the most densely populated 
area in the mation， 

By contrast，the average 
density per acre in the rest 
of Sani Francisco is 33 per- 
sons，A study in ,1960，DT. 
Hum continued，“revealed 
that 67 per cent of the liv- 
jing units in this area Were 
Substandard.” 

Further，according to the 
1960 census，one third of 
the people in the northeast 
section of San Erancisco， 
which includes Chinatown， 
are living below the federal 
poverty level of $4.000 am- 
nually for a family of four. 
With the influx of Chinese 
immigrants，the percentage 
is growing. 

“Nearly all of the poor 
among the Chinese are im- 
migrants，not only more Te- 
cent arrivals but also those 
who have lived here 40 or 
50 or more years”DTr. HUm 
commented. 


HANDICAP 


The crucial problem for

treme difficulty of learning 
English，with its Tadqically 
di 这 ferent 1linguistic struc- 
ture and its alphabet， The 
result of their failure，DT. 
Hum pointed out，is that 
thousands Upon thousands 
of old and new immigrants 
are condemned to isolation 
within their own commun- 
ity，with its limited employ- 
ment 0pportunities. 


Most dramatic in its im- 
pact has been the passage 
of the immigration laws of 
1965，eliminating the na- 
tional-origins quota and re- 
sulting .in 3a.Surge of Chin- 
ese immigration to the Unit- 
ed States. The best available 
evidence，according to the 
NEMS study，indicates that 
for the “indefinite future” 
San Francisco will receive 
a massive yearly influx of 
about 5,000 ”Chinese Tesi- 
dents，most of whom WwWill 
settle in Chinatown. 


What this has meant for 
the already congested com- 
munity is Suggested by 
these population figures: in 
1940，Chinatown had about 
17,000 Tesidents; in 1960， 
about- 37,000，The current 
popUuUlation， crowded _ into 
appIToximately” the same 


area js estimated at between 
57,000 and 62;000， 

Chinatown's inadequate 
health care delivery System 
has thus reached the break- 
ing point under these multi- 
problem preSSUresS. 

Dr. Curry outlined some 
of the areas of concern to 
authorities.“Start with tub- 
erculosis， This has always 
been a major problenm 
among the Chinese,”he de- 
clared. “Ten years ago， 刘 
Was about 10 times the na- 
tional average in China- 
towni; it is now about four 


times the national average. 
Of all the Chinese diagnosed 
in the past 10 years，OVer， 
half were active early caseSs.” 
YOUNGER 

In passing，he voiced SuUT- 
prise that the immigrants 
are “not Sicker than they 
are,”adding'that part of the 
explanation lies in the fact 
that they are，on the whole， 
a younger population， 

Dr.、CuUIITy continued: “If 
We assSume that Suicide rates 
Teflect emotional illness， 
then the incidence of Such 
illness ij highest among 
Chinatown residents，A_ 14- 
year Study，1954 to 1967， 
shows- that in all but five 
of fthose years，the suicide 
rate in Chinatowan was 
higher than the San Fran- 
cisco Tate, itself about three 
times the national average. 
FEor example, the San Franz 
cisco rate averaged about 30 
per 100,000. The Chinatown 
Suicide rate Was nearly 70 
per 100,000 in 1954;, nearly 
60 per 100,000 in 1956，over 
40 per 100,000 in 1963 and 
0OVer 30 per 100,000 in 1966.” 

Who are the suicides? 
“01d_ men living alone in 
roomin 名 houses.. .war' 
brides who have found that 
they will be tied down ' to 
the ghetto for the rest of 
their lives ... young Unem- 
ployed.” 

了 REASONS 

DrIr. Sanford Tom，a Chin- 
ese - l]anguage psychiatrist 
With the Department of 
Health，has offered an ex- 
planation for suicide among 
immigrants and youths. The 
immigrants come here with 
great expectations but with- 
out. Vocational Skills or the 
language needed to adapt 
themselves to American life. 

They are“forced to com- 


pete .with each other for 
the few menial，substand- 


ard-paying jobs within the 
ghetto” the “psychiatrist 
noted. “The rude and sud- 
den disenchantment, the last 
disenchantment in an al- 
most endqless chain of frus- 
trations and deprivations， 
precipitates- ppSychotiec 
breaks， crippling mneurosis， 
and Suicide. 

Dr Tom suggested that 
disenchantment probably 
does not set in immediately， 
but only after a four- Or 
five-year period of struggle， 
“during which the newcom- 
ers are too preoccupied with 
the bustle-bustle of trying 
to adapt and survive to be 
awWare of their intrapsychic 
StateS. 

FUTURE IMPACT 

HI this is true, he said,“t 
suggests that We may not 
begin to feel the real impact 
of the (newer) immigrants' 
distress Until perhaps 1970 
OF 1971.?”

Said，the “general dissolu- 
tion of time-honored，tradi- 
tional values and institu- 
tions,”the 1oss of faith in 
the elders，and the lack of 
home jlife because of econ- 
omic conditions have all led 
to an “identity crisis” of 
Which suicide is one result. 

DTr， Tom noted that de- 
spite the high suicide rate， 
the Chinese community 
Shows 3a Very low rate of 
utijization of mental health 
TeSOUTCceS. 

“How is one to account 
for this proportionately low 
Utilization rate?”he asked 
ip an analysis prepared for 
the NEMS study.- - 

FEW FACILITIES 

“This may be due to 
SuUch cultural factors as fear 
of the stigma of going to 3 
Imental health facility and 
the tradition of seeking help 
within the .family and clan 
rather than outside. But 
these，I believe，are at best 
Iminor factors.， The major 
factor is that mental heajlth 
facilities ”available to the 
Chinese _ community have 
been garingly inadequate 
inaccessible and ineffect- 
Ual.” 

He noted that round-the- 
clock emergency psychiatric 
care and facilities for partial 
hospitalization are located 4 
mijles from Chinatown in the 
San Francisco General Hos- 
pital But there -are” no 


Chinese-speaking psychiatric - 


personnel at the hospital. 
“Thbis is a crucial deficit,” 
DTr. Tom commented, “since 
a_ Significant proportion of 
the people in the Chinese 
community do not speak 
English，and commuhnication 
py language is the single 
In00SL _ essential ,tool in psy- 


chotherapeutic transac- ， 


tions.” 

In fact，Dr. Tom and one 
other psychiatrist are the 
only two Chinese-speaking 


psychiatrists SerVing _ the 
San Francisco Chinese com- 
Immunity. 


HOSPITAL LACK 

What is true for mental 
health facilities is reflected， 
though not to so inarked a 
degree, in the inadequacy of 
other health care _ facilities 
in Chinatown， There is the 
60-bed Chinese Hospital the 
onjy one of its kind outside 
the Orient，and there is a 
了 Health Department Clinic 
Imaintained in the Ping 
Yuen Housing Project in 
Chinatown， 

That is virtually the ex- 
tent of institutional health 
facilities available within 


-tbis community of some 60,- 


000 persons. 

Ht is imnportant to remem- 
ber that，because of .the 
language problem， thous- 
ands of Sick Chinese do not 
Venture outside of China- 
town for health care， 

In addition， DT. -Hum 
pointed out，many of these 
Sick people hesitate to go 
to a publie health facility 
for fear of “losing facey by 
asking outsiders for help. 

The Chinese Hospital is 
an _ accredited _ institution ， 


staffed by 36 physicians，of 
Whom 17 are board-certified 


the faculty of the Universi- 
ty of California Medical 
School with 14 holding pro- 
fessional rank. 

But the community needs 
have long since outgrown 
the hospital's capacity， as 
the pneeds have，also，out- 
grown the Health Depart- 
mentSs Ping Yuen clinic. 
The hospital has organized 
an outpatient clinic，but this 
js meant to serve Only as 3 
stopgap until adequate out- 
patient facilities are built in 
the community. 

Under Way，cuIrently，is 
a two-pronged program UD- 
dertaken by the Health De- 
partment and by NEMS to 
get expanded medical care 
facilities for the area. 

An immediate goal，Dr. 
CUITY pointed out，is an 
adequate district heajth cen- 
ter. However, this was more 
easily planned than achiev- 
ed，he recalled. 

COSTLY PROPERTY 

“We found that the cost 
of property in Chinatown 
Was astronomical 一 $50 to 
$60 a square foot. Land ac- 
quisition alone would have 
cost Up to $2,500,000. The 
Chinese “Imilitants began 
taunting us， There's fthe 
establishment for you. Noth- 
ing's going to be done. The 
Same 0ld rotten deal ” 

At this point Dr， Curry 
and his associates came Up 
with a novel and、 workable 
idea: use of the air space 
over the mouth of the City- 
0Wned traffic tunnel on the 
border of Chinatown，The 
new three-story Health Cen- 
ter is now being construct- 
ed Over the eastern en- 
trance of the Broadway 
traffic tunnel between Pow- 
ell and Stockton Sts. 

To meet the special needs 
of the Chinese doctor-patient 
Telationship, the Health De- 
partment plans to set aside 
medical examining Tooms， 
dental offices，and other of- 
fices in the new center for 
the Use of medical and para- 
medical personnel of NEMS. 
All will speak to the Chin- 
ese patients in Chinese. 

FEDERAL FUNDS 

In another novel develop- 
ment，Dr. Hum and his as- 
SOciates are SeeKking federal 
funds for a private-practice 
Imodel to be utilized sin the 
new heajlth center. This pro- 
posal substitutes for the 
traditional “one-door health 
clinic”the concept of free 
choice of physicians，under 
a pre-payment plan to be 
financed by the Office of 
Economic Opportunity. 

Dr. Hum explained that 
development of this concept 
stemmed from the need to 
get ”Chinese-language Pa- 
tients to come to the Health 
Cehnter without the fear that 
“face”wijll be lost. 

“In the private-bpractice 
model，based on the pa- 
tient's free choice of physi- 
cians, the patient has a true 
Sense of dignity that is ijm- 
portant to high-quality 
medical care and in con- 
formity with the Chinese cul- 
tural concept of face, ”DTr. 
了 um observed. 

There will be a_ central re- 
ception area in the new 
Health ， Center， he Said， 
where patients will be 


Screened and then given 
their choice of physicians 
from 3 Danel of Chinese- 
speaking doctors.， The pa- 
tient-will be referred to the 
physician's private office. 

“Naturally,”he added“ 主 
a patient presents with an 
acute problem he will be 
treated immediately by the 
Center staff.” 

The prepaid program is 
believed to be the first of 
its kind to be proposed for 
use in 3a Health Department 
clinic anywhere，Dr，Hum 
stated， More important， 刘 
may be the first health pro- 
gram， OFEO-financed， that 
will utilize local private 
physicians and dentists 
working out of their private 
offices. 

As now conceived，the 
pIogram will pay for eight 
office visits to physicians 
per year. If there is over- 
Utilization，the cost will be 
borne by participating phy- 
Sicians. 

LOWER FEES e 

“These physicians are not 
only contributing to the pro- 
ject by absorbing the cost of 
ovVverutilization,” Dr . Hum 
disclosed, “but also by ac- 
cepting lower than prevail- 
ing rates for their services.?” 

The second ]ong-range 
building program， still 雇 
blueprint，is that of  a new 
250-bed Chinese Hospital to 
be constructed on the site of 
the present hospital. 

世 will maintain acute 
Imedical，surgical，and ob- 
Stetric beds，as well as a 
mental health unit and ex- 
tended-care beds. The cen- 
ter will also provide out- 
patient Services. 

Thus far 一 although the 
Various plans Were de- 
Veloped in consultation with 
the OFO 一 funds from 
Washington are nowhere in 
Sight. 

SELE-AWARENESS 

DTr.， Hum is nevertheless 
optimistic，The very exist- 
ence of NEMS，he believes， 
reflects a growing sense of 
Self-awareness and Strength 
among the people of China- 
town. 

“An important feature of 
ouUTr program is that it was 
developed by the peopje of 
the community，the PITofes- 
sionals together with the 
Tesidents,”he commented 

DTr. Hum stressed that the 
community group is plan- 
ning to Set up a program of . 
health education “at all 
levels of enceounter with pa- 
tients.”The hope is to make 
patients aware of the facili- 
ties available to them and to 
change outmoded idqeas of 
health care. 

Health teams will “reach 
out to find health problems 
in the indigent and will en- 
courage and help them to 


avail themselves of serv- 
ices ”he said.， In addition， 
paramedical personnel will 
be -trained so that they can 
find jobs elsewhere and be- 
come Self-supporting， 

“Those Chinese-Americans 
Who have assimilated well 
into ouUr dqemocratic SoOciety 
must now in turn seek to 
SerIVe that portion of the 
community caught in the 
grip of poverty,”Dr，Hum 
declared.
